Sailors Remain Neutral—

the Pacific voted last week to re- 
main neutral... that is for an in- 
dependent union. 

Harry Lundeberg, secretary of 
the west coast sailors, was jubilant 
over the results of the voting. He 
considered the “independent «nion” 
as a victory over ‘’Arry Bridges, 
Australian longshoreman and lead- 

*er of the CIO on the west coast. 

Lundeberg viciously criticized 
Bridges and his gang for trying to 
capture the sailors’ union ana said 
“the CIO director and his forces 
were spending thousands of dollars 
trying to get control of the sailors 
while the sailors were taking the 
secret vote. Every CIO sheet, every 
CIO newspaper has carried on a 
campaign to gain control of the 
sailors for the Bridges group. The 
sailors however are an intelligent 
group and didn’t fall for the slan- 
der, lies, and disruption carried on 
by the CIO gang.” 

Bridges, as was expected, is now 
trying to form his own sailors’ 
union,

According to beautician officials 
certain laundries are delivering 
laundry to the Alice Ames beauty 
shops after closing hours; also jan- 
itors are working in the shops after 
the news vender leaves his post. 
These places will be contacted and 
requested to refrain from deliver- 
ing any material whatsoever, the 
officials said. 

Look for the news vender in 
front of Alice Ames beauty shops 
and do not in any manner patronize 
these places.

PEACE BREAKDOWN 


Garment Workers’ Union Says 
A. F. of L. Settlement Plan 
Was ‘‘Logical’’ One 


Blame for the breakdown of AFL- 
CIO peace negotiations was placed 
this week on the C. I. O.’s door- 
step by one of its own affiliates, the 
international ladies’ garment work- 
ers’ union. At the same time, Mat- 
thew Woll, one of the A. F. of L.’s 
peace negotiators, issued an_ indi- 
vidual statement in which he 
charged the C. I. O.’s high command 
with having “torpedoed” the con- 
ference after “the road had actually 
been cleared for an agreement” be- 
tween the two groups. 

The dissatisfaction of the gar- 
ment workers’ union with the C. I. 
O.’s attitude during peace negotia- 
tions was voiced through the col- 
umns of “Justice,” the organiza- 
tion’s official magazine. 

This magazine expressed “pro- 
found regret” over the failure of 


what it characterized as the ac- 
ceptable peace basis that had been 
reached between the AFL-CIO con- 
ferees before negotiations were sud- 
denly broken off by the C. I. O. 


Rejected Workable Solution 

The agreement, once accepted by 
the C. I. O. conferees only to be re 
pudiated a few hours later by them 
after they had discussed it with 
John L. Lewis, provided for the 
simultaneous entrance into the A. 
F. of L. of all C. I. O. unions, 


The 10 former A. F. of L. affil- 
iates were to be taken back as in- 
dustrial unions, “with no questions 
asked.” The 20 newly formed C. I, 
O. unions and A. F. of L. organiza- 
tions which function in the same 
territories were to settle, through 
sub-committees, all jurisdictional 
conflicts and claims. Then the en- 
tire C. I.O. group was to come into 
the federation. 

This proposal, which was made by | 
the A. F. of L., the garment work- 
ers’ magazine said emphatically, | 
was a “logical and workable solu- 
tion” and “appeared to have re-| 
moved all basic barriers” in the | 
way of peace, and itis an “amazing | 
thing” that it “was completely | 
tossed out of the window.” | 

Garment Workers Disappointed 

The international ladies’ garment | 
workers’ union has a membership 
of 275,000 and has been one of the} 
heaviest contributors to the C. TI. O 
In addition, the magazine said, it 
has “gladly paid the price” of “cost- | 
ly attacks” upon it because of its 
C.I. O. affiliation. 

“But,” the editorial 
“our members had a 
and expect that when peace ap 
peared realizable or possible it 
should and would be consummated.’ 

Woll’s statement vigorously de 
nied that the A. F. of L. had sought 
to force a separate peace upon the 
original C. I. O. unions and leave 
the others “deserted.” 

On the contrary, he said, the plan 
proposed by the federation would 
have brought all the C. I. O. unions | 
into the A. F. of L. at the same| 
time and established a general peace | 
“based upon victory for neither | 
faction.” 

Woll made a detailed explanation 
of the settlement plan which had | 
been agreed to by the C. I. O. con- 
ferees and then rejected by them | 
after their conference with Lewis. 

“The road had been actually cleared | 
for an agreement when our efforts 
were torpedoed and the conference 
brought to an end,” Woll said. 

The C. I. O., Woll said, “wrecked 
the peace negotiations at the last 
moment,” when its leaders realized 
asettlement might jeopardize their 
power.

CANNERY GROUP 
ASK WAGE BIKE 


Demands for a 20 per cent in- 
crease in wages will be made by 
northern and central Califor- 
nia cannery workers organized 
under the A. F. of L. when ne- 
gotiations for renewal of their 
working agreement opens next 
month, it was announced today fol- 
lowing a meeting of the national 
council of agricultural workers. 

The demand was agreed upon at 


the meeting by representatives of 
all cannery workers’ unions. The 
workers will also ask for the 8-hour 
day, with time and one-half for 
overtime up to 10 hours, and double 
time thereafter. 

Extensive plans for organization 
of more than 250,000 unorganized 
workers in all branches of the agri- 
cultural industry were made by 
the council, after Edward D. Van- 
deleur, secretary of the California 
State Federation of Labor, outlined 
the program laid down by Presi- 
dent William Green for the na- 
tional council. 

Vandeleur addressed the council 
at length on a variety of internal 
matters, and on his recommenda- 
tion a uniform initiation fee was 
agreed on for all affiliated unions. 

Representatives of various fish 
cannery unions from Benecia to 
Terminal island sat in on the meet- 
ing, and agreed to meet in San Fran- 
cisco Sunday, January 23, to form 
a California state council of fish 
cannery workers. Representatives 
of Oregon and Washington 
cannery unions will be invited with 
the aim of establishing a Pacific 
coast or national council for this 
group of workers.

PICKETING BAN VOIDED 
BY COLORADO COURTS 


Colorado’s 32-year-old law for- 
bidding peaceful picketing was de- 
clared invalid last week by District 
Judge Henry A. Hicks, an old-time 
progressive democrat. Such legisla- 
tion, he ruled, conflicts with the 
federal constitution and is a relic 
of “a day and time now happily 
long past.” 

The anti-picketing law, he said, 
‘fs not now and never was a legal 
or valid enactment” because to 
class peaceful picketing as a crim- 
inal act is “repugnant” to the Col- 
orado bill of rights and the federal 
constitution.

000 union workers, gave John L. 
Lewis another slap in the eye this 
week when he again placed the re- 
sponsibility on Lewis for the 
breakdown in negotiations between 
the AFL and CIO. 

From all reports it looks like the 
‘jig is up.” The garment workers 
are the heaviest ccntributors to the 
CIO along with the united mine 
workers. The united mine workers, 
reports say, have refused to con- 
tribute further to the CIO and have 
so notified Mr. Lewis. 

Dubinsky, speaking to 1200 mem- 
bers of his international union not 
only accused Lewis of trying to 
claim ‘a mortgage on the labor 
movement” but assailed a com- 
munistic influence in the CIO 

In some parts of the country, and 
here in Alameda county, C. I. O, 
unions have asked for affiliation | 
with the A. F. of L. knowing it is | 
the only labor organization giving 
full protection to the workers.

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Importance of Prevailing Wage in Housing 
Industry 
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The drive of low-wage employers and their economic and 
political satellites to persuade the senate and conference com- 
mittee on the national housing act, passed by the special session 
of congress and referred to the conferees, to eliminate from the 
act the provision requiring payment of the prevailing wage in 
the construction of housing financed by funds advanced or guar- 
anteed by the federal government is a definite and concerted 
attempt to undermine the existing work standards which organ- 
ized labor has established over a long period by collective bar- 
gaining between unions and employers throughout the country. 

The importance of retaining the prevailing wage provision 
was emphasized by William Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, in the following telegram sent to each of 
the conferees: 


‘‘The American Federation of Labor supports the position 
assumed by building and construction trades unions in the appeal 
they made to you and other members of the congressional con- 
ference committee to retain section 211 of the national housing 
act adopted by the senate relating to rules and regulations and 
prevailing rates of pay for work performed under the provisions 
of the act. 


‘The retention of this section would simply mean the reaf- 
firmation and reincorporation in the national housing act of the 
spirit and letter of the Davis-Beacon act which is now the law 
of the land relating to the payment of prevailing rates of pay to 
building mechanics employed in construction of government 
buildings. Urge you support the position assumed by represen- 
tatives of building trades unions in this particular matter.’’ 

The claim of low-wage employers and their propagandists 
that present hourly rates for building trades workers would 
menace the success of the housing program assisted by the hous- 
ing act is completely refuted by the fact that direct labor cost 
on construction is but a fraction of the total cost of residential 
building—a fraction so inconsiderable that the maintenance of 
the prevailing wage would have no substantial effect on the 
housing program. 

Moreover, the retention of the prevailing wage provision in 
the housing act will vitally affect the thousands of workers in 
the building industry because it will aid in preserving adequate 
wage levels and thus not only benefit the building workers 
directly but also uphold reasonable labor standards generally in 
every community. 

Surely the government of the United States cannot afford to 
join with low-wage employers in destroying labor standards 
which have been built up in the building industry by many years 
of conservative collective bargaining. 

Surely the government of the United States cannot afford to 
aid chiseling contractors and subcontractors in their antisocial 
attempts with satisfactory results throughout the United States. 

To avoid placing the government in in this socially-destruc- 
tive position the house and senate conferees should undoubtedly 
retain the prevailing wage provision in the national housing act. 


Decent Labor Standards Under Government 
Contracts 


The hue and cry raised by subversive employers, their econo- 
mists, editorial writers and columnists, that the prevailing wage 
and decent work standards generally will destroy the capitalistic 
system, based on private profit, and drive business into bank- 
ruptey is completely and unequivocally refuted by the current 
reports of the division of public contracts of the U. S. department 
of labor listing the contracts awarded under the public contracts 
act, which has been in effect over fourteen months, 

The act prescribes that all specifications and contracts involv- 
ing the purchase of $10,000 or more of supplies, or loans or 
grants, shall contain provisions that the prevailing rate of 
wages must be paid, that employes must not work more than 
eight hours in any day or forty hours in any week, and that boys 
under sixteen years of age and girls under eighteen years of age 
must not be employed. In addition the act bars the employment 
of convict labor and prescribes that all work must be done in 
sanitary buildings and decent surroundings. Moreover, the act 
contains a drastic ban on ‘‘kick-back’’ practices, a scheme which 
required workers to return a part of their wages to employers as 
the price of employment. 

Low-labor-standard employers used strenuous efforts to pre- 
vent the passage of the public contracts act by congress. Failing 
in this, there was a concerted attempt to sabotage it by refusing 
to submit bids for government work. Finally, however big busi- 
ness yielded to the inevitable and arranged their establishments 
in conformity with the progressive labor standards of the act. Its 
salutary effect is revealed in the report of the division of public 
contracts that up to December 30, 1937, 5,777 contracts valued 
at $323,922,619 had been awarded to firms throughout the United 
States and its territories, which had agreed to comply with the 
provisions of the act.

Reports Remarkable Increase 
in Membership of Affiliated 
Unions During 16 Months 


The continued nation-wide suc- 
cess of the organization campaign 
carried on by the American ¥Federa- 
tion of Labor and its affiliatea un- 
ions was strikingly revealed in 4 
statement by Frank Morrison, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the A. F. of L., 
which shows that during sixteen 
months hundreds of thousands of 
working men and women have en- 
rolled in the bona fide labor move- 
ment, raising the total strength of 
the American Federation of Labor 
to approximately three and one-half 
millions, 

The text of Mr. Morrison’s state- 
ment follows:

A. F. L. Contract Upheld 
By Philadelphia Court 


Philadelphia, Pa.— Holding that

FUTURE COPYRIGHT PACT 


Chairman Haggerty of Allied Printing Trades Board of Gov- 
ernors Declares Ratification by the Senate Would Abolish 
Protection Now Given Printing Industry Workers 


A strong protest against the rati- | 
fication of the new copyright treaty | 
now pending in the United States 
senate was made by John B. Hag- 
gerty, president of the international | 
brotherhood of bookbinders and 
chairman of the board of governors 
of the allied printing trades, in a 
letter sent to each member of the 
senate. 


Under the present law an Amer- 
ican copyright is not granted unless | 
the copyrighted matter is produced 
by workers in the United States. 
The pending treaty, Mr. Haggerty 
declared, nullifies this legislation 
and enlarges the copyright privi- 
lege to include printed material 
published in foreign countries, 
where labor standards are much be- 
low the standards prevailing in the 
United States. Moreover, the flood 
of foreign publications which would 
reach the United States under the 
proposed treaty would increase the 


already large number of unem- | 
ployed in the American printing | 
trades. | 


Text of Haggerty’s Letter 

Following is the text of Mr. Hag- 
gerty’s letter sent to each United 
States senator: 

The organized printing trades 
workers, affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, depend- 
ent for their employment oppor- 
tunities, in large part, on the con- 
tinued operation of American print- 
ing plants producing American 
copyrighted material, appeal to you | 
to protect their employment oppor- 
tunities by rejecting, or, at least, 
by not ratifying the proposed copy- 
right treaty, recently reported by 
the foreign relations committee, 
and now pending on the senate 
calendar, 

Menaces American Living Stand- 
ards | 

The effect of this copyright treaty | 
repeals the only protection the 
American printing trades workers 
have against the competition, on 
copyrighted matters, of the lower 
wages and lower living standards 
which prevail in foreign countries. | 

Some thirty years ago the con- 
gress enacted copyright legislation 
which requires that in order to ac- 
quire an American copyright one 
must certify that such copyrighted | 
matter was produced by workers in 
the United States. 

Foreign Employers Pay Low Wages | 

This is the only type of legisla- 
tion which will protect the em- 
ployment opportunities of American 
printing trades workers and which 
they have enjoyed for the past 
thirty years. Tariff rates are of no 
avail as the duties are based on for- 
eign values and there is no way of 
ascertaining the costs due to the in-

Warns That Organized Labor Will Militantly Resist 
Attempts to Slash Wages During Recession 


Reiterating with emphasis the 
shorter work day and work week 
the permanent remedy for un- 
employment, William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, in a statement on the con- 
ditions confronting labor and the 
nation during 1988, said a survey of 
the industrial situation warranted 
the conclusion that the unemployed 
millions would be materially in- 
creased during the next few months. 

At the same time, he pointed out 
that wage slashing would exagger- 
ate the already dangerous condi- 
tion, and declared that attempts in 
this direction by employers would 
be fought with all the forces at the 
command of organized labor. 

Text of Green’s Statement 

Following is the text of Mr. 
Green’s statement: 

“Labor faces the New Year with 
alternating feelings of apprehen- 
sion and hope. This state of mind is 
based upon the existence of an in-

The business recession has result- 
ed in an estimated increase of un- 
employment of about 2,000,000 per- 
sons since the first of last Septem- 
ber, with the possibility of a fur- 
ther addition of 1,000,000 to the 
army of unemployed by the last of 
February. 

This estimate was given out by 
Leon Henderson, consulting econo- 
mist, in advance of senate consid- 
eration of the unemployment situ- 
ation. 

The statement also followed a pre- 
vious announcement by Harry L. 
Hopkins, W. P. A. administrator, 
that the W. P. A. rolls would be ex- 
panded to care of an additional 350,- 
000 needy unemployed persons, 


Social Security Taxes 
Required from Barbers 


The reported widespread attempt 
of some of the nation’s master bar- 
bers to avoid liability for payment 
of social security taxes is believed 
to have been effectively curbed. 

The internal revenue bureau has 
ruled that barbers under contract 
with a barber shop which requires 
them to conform to certain shop 
rules and who receive for their 
services a percentage of the money 
taken in by them, are employes of 
the shop and therefore subject to 
the usual social security taxes.

Increase in Jobless Army, But 


creasingly serious unemployment 
situation. The great army of unem- 
ployed which existed during the 
year 1937, numbering between eight 


and ten million, has been increased 
by reason of the economic change 
which suddenly took place last 
September. 


Larger Unemployed Army 

“Economic and industrial facts 
with which we are contronted at 
the close of the year 1987, justify the 
conclusion that unemployment will 
increase during the first six months 
of 1938. This means that labor will 
suffer much because the distress of 
unemployment falls very heavily 
upon it. 

“Any attempt by employers to 
take advantage of this distressing 
situation to reduce wages will be 
opposed and resisted with all of the 
power of Jabor’s command. 

“Reduced wages would only ag- 
gravate the situation by reducing 
and curtailing buying power. The 
effective remedy for unemployment 
is increased buying power. 

“We believe that the census of un- 
employed recently taken will show 
a much larger number of unem- 
ployed than many were willing to 
admit. The correctness of the fig- 
ures of unemployment given out by 
the American Federation of Labor 
each month will bein a very large 
measure established. 

Expresses Optimism 

“But even though we realize we 
are face to face with tremendous 
economic difficulties growing out 
of a serious unemployment situa- 
tion during the early part of 1938, 
we are inspired by a sincere hope 
that improvement will take place 
during the latter part of the year. 
We sincerely believe economic and 
industrial conditions will improve 
during the New Year, 

“The reasons which caused the de- 
velopment of economic demoraliza- 
tion, with resulting unemployment, 
in 1930 and 1931 do not seem diffi- 
cult to understand why we drifted 
into the present situation. 

Shorter Hours Necessary 

“Labor will continue its organiz- 
ing campaign with increasing ag- 
gressiveness and will mobilize its 
full economic strength in order to 
protect and preserve the wage 
standards which have been set up. 
We will also press for the accept- 
ance of the shorter-work-day and 
shorter-work-week as a permanent 
remedy for unemployment. 

Higher Wages Demanded 

“We face the New Year deter- 
mined and hopeful. We will consol- 
idate the gains which labor made 
during the year 1937, and will press 
forward for the realization of add- 
ed gains through the establish- 
ment of increased wages, shorter 


hours of work and improved condi- 
tions of employment. We will call 
upon the government to meet the 
unemployment situation in a prac- 
tical and constructive way.”

A preliminary investigation con- 
ducted in 1937 brought the decisicn 
to make a detailed study, atter it 
was revealed that cut-throat compe- 
tition has resulted in widespread 
wage cutting, victimizing workers 
through no fault of their own. 

The preliminary inquiry revealed 
that wages paid run as low as $5.35 
a week, although “full time” work- 
ers in the industry are said to be 
employed only 36 weeks a year. 


Metropolitan Will Put 
$100,000,000 in Housing 


Low rental housing to cost $100,- 
$100,000,000—the largest single en- 
terprise of that nature ever under- 
taken by private capital—is on the 
program of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance company for this year. 

The announcement was made 
after Governor H. H. Lehman of 
New York, in his message to the 
legislature, recommended that life 
insurance companies be permitted 
to invest their funds to stimulate 
construction. 


Landlords ‘Gang Up’ 


Against Charwomen 


Owners and managers of Wash- 
ington’s huge apartment houses are 
past masters in the art of sticking 
together. 

For years they have maintained 
an airtight agreement to hold up 
rentals, even when their apartments 
were less than two-thirds occupied. 

Now they have joined hands in 
fighting efforts of charwomen who 
keep the buildings clean to boost 


their wages of around $1 a day. 


Edsel Asked to Talk 


Edsel Ford will have a new ex- 
perience today when he is_ sched- 
uled to appear before the senate in- 
terstate commerce commission to 
tell about Henry Ford’s sale of the 
Detroit, Toledo & Ironton railroad 
to the Pennroad corporation. 

Pennroad paid about $36,000,000 
for the L. T. & L., and the com- 
mittee expects to prove that this 
was one step in expansion of the 
Pennsylvania railroad “empire.” It 
is the first time Edsel was ever 
summoned before government in- 
vestigators. 


Rays Produce Invisibility 


Since the beginning of time, light 
rays have been thought of as mo- 
ther nature’s way of making things 
visible. Now a Hungarian scientist 
named Pribi has developed an ap- 
paratus which projects rays that 
make any object on which they are 
focused, invisible. As the ray is 
trained upon the object, it gradu- 
ally fades from sight until at the 
focal point it disappears entirely. 
We can think of several ways in 
which such rays could be put to 
practical use.
